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Because any first class educationist is 
one of the major assets in any community, 
the resignation of Dr. Robert Newton from 
the presidency of the University of Alberta 
is a matter that intimately concerns every 

rson whose welfare depends, directly or 
Indirectly, upon the efficiency of that in- 
stitution. 

Dr. Newton is a first class educationist. 


And his administration of the univer- 
sity, during his nine-year tenure of office, 
has not only enlarged its prestige but has 
appreciably increased its usefulness to the 
people of this province. 

As an organizer and administrator, Dr. 


‘Newton is unsurpassed. 

But his greatest contribution to the 
institution which he has so successfully 
headed has been his balanced conception 
of education as a process that must minis- 
ter to the entire community and to the 
multitudinous needs of the entire commu- 
nity. 

Too many universities in the past were 
devoted exclusively to the cultural ideal in 
which the education process became a 
mere academic stuffing with classical 
knowledge. 

The cultural and classical aspects of 
education are vital, of course. But they 
do not comprise all education. 

And, in reaction against this viewpoint, 
too many modern universities have swung 
inordinately in the other direction. 


. Dr. Newton’s Service 


Some of the newer institutions are no 
more than advanced technical schools, con- 
cerned only with teaching a technique for 
earning a fat living. 

Now somewhere between the classical 
and the technological extremes is the ideal 
university which, preserving the classical 
view of knowledge and a genuine venera- 
tion for wisdom, still offers the technical 
instruction so desperately needed in a 
highly technical age. 

Under Dr. Newton's wise leadership, 
the University of Alberta has hewn pretty 
closely to this desirable middle course. 
And following this policy, it has achieved 
such distinction in the educational world 
that its graduates are in demand and its 
results are respected. 

During Dr. Newton's presidency, such 
courses as petroleum engineering have 
been established and will prove of tre- 
mendous value to this great oil centre. 

But these changes have not been made 
at the expense of that view of education 
which regards universities as places for 
the sharpening of the spirit and the broad- 
ening of minds rather than as agencies for 
the magnification of take-home pay. 

Dr. Newton has served the university 
well. And in serving the university well, 
he has served Alberta and the people of 
Alberta. 

His resignation will be regretted by 
those people as it has been regretted by 
Premier E. C. Manning who has reluctant- 
ly accepted it. 


Obstruction From the Communists 


We can imagine nothing that will rec- 
ommend the Detwiler city centre plan to 
the people of Edmonton more than the 
blast of the Labor-Progressive party 
against it. 

The Communist group has informed 
city council that it is opposed to special 
concessions to any “private business in- 
terests.” ‘ 

There is nothing strange about that be- 
cause the Communists are opposed to 
“private business interests’ themselves. 
That is to say, they are opposed to the 
corner grocer, the carpenter with his little 
shop, the farmer with his own farm and 
everybody who is in business for himself 
just as much as they are opposed to the 
banks and the financial corporations. 

The Labor-Progressive protest goes on 
to declaim that the Detwiler proposal 
would “virtually give away the assets of 
our city” to those “whose obvious purpose 
is to use them for... private gain.” 

So far as the giving away is concerned, 
the gift seems to be coming from the other 
direction. , 

Here is a corporation that is willing to 
build a magnificent $28,000,000 asset that 
would never in this world be built piece- 
meal by individuals and asks for nothing 


in return but certain tax concessions on 
structures which contain no tax poten- 
tialities at all until they are built. 

All the city is asked to give away is a 
tax source that is created by the Detwiler 
interests themselves and does not exist 
until those interests create it. 

Of course the proposal is for “private 

gain.” 
Surely we are not so naive as to be- 
lieve that the First New Amsterdam Cor- 
poration is going around the country, like 
Santa Claus, pouring $28,000,000 gifts into 
civic stockings. 

What excites the antagonism of the 
Communists in this proposal is that it is 
democratic capitalism operating at its be- 
nign best. 

The First New Amsterdam Corporation, 
because it possesses money for investment, 
will make money on this plan and, at the 
same time, permit Edmonton to make * 
money on it and, eventually, possess clear 
title to a $28,000,000 asset which will give 
new tone to the entire downtown area of 
£dmonton and lift all the standards in the 
commercial district. 

The Communists rage at this proposal 
because it is an instance of how democratic 
capitalism can operate for the public good. 


New Edmonton Garbage Truck 


Along with other Edmonton citizens, 
The Edmonton Bulletin today points with 
pride to Eugene Burton of 16108 Stony 
Plain Road who is said to have originated 
and perfected a garbage collecting device 
which will lift garbage cans from lane level 
and which can be attached to trucks’at an 
apparently reasonable cost. 

Whether this invention is commer- 
cially feasible is yet to be decided. 

Nevertheless these automatic garbage 
trucks are cheap at almost any price be- 


cause they save householders the wear and 
tear on cans and collectors the wear and 
tear on their backs. They can be made to 
pay for themselves by using them 24 hours 
every day with three shifts of collectors. 

Thus the Edmonton invention appears 
to have good propects. 

The Bulletin takes a good deal of 
pleasure in saluting Mr. Burton because the 
Bulletin was the first to suggest a garbage 
lift and to say that the problem was a 
challenge to Edmonton inventors.

Editor, Bulletin —I was intrig- 
ued by your columnist’s conclu- 
sion that “Statistics Are Deadly” 
(On the Town—By Jack Delong), 
and which reminded me of the 
assertion by agriculture minister 
Gardiner the other day, to the 
effect that the agricultural indus- 
try could get along with fewer 
folks with the yen to shout ‘sur- 
plus, surplus’ when, in fact, it was 
a purely temporary or local 
condition, 


That is my thought, too, Mr. 
Editor, It seems evident that, 
while the modern business 
world needs “statistics” to indi- 
cate the road ahead—in terms of 
probable supply and probable 
demand—far too often the in- 
formation can be slanted to 
serve some interest less than the 
general welfare? Undoubtedly 
the agricultural industry (the 
most unitised and decentralised 
of all economic activities) is un- 
usally vulnerable to centralised 
and concentrated speculative 
operative operators? On the 
other hand, it is decidedly en- 
couraging to observe the steady 
growth of primary producer or- 
ganization in most of the demo- 
cratic nations, and undoubtedly 
the status of mankind’s most 
essential and mightiest industry 
(Agriculture) is growing, every- 
where, The forthcoming confer- 
ence of the International Fed- 
eration of Agricultural Produc- 
ers (IFAP) ‘at Stockholm cer- 
tainly spotlights this heartening 
trend? 

Finally, and With due apologies 
in the direction of J. DeL., I 
would like to submit a couple of 
statistical references, to add 
flavor to the foregoing senti- 
ments: (a) “Next to wheat-grow- 
ing, sheep raising is the biggest 
industry on earth—beside which 
the automobile industry, rail- 
roading, electrical equipment, 
manufacturing and packing en- 
terprises are mere dwarfs , . .” 
(From “There's Romance in the 
Sheep Industry” by H. J, Miller 
of Thistle Ha’, in Farmer's Ad- 
vocate); (b) “In 1926 an hour's 
labor at the going rate of pay 
would buy 8% pounds of bread. 
Today an hour's labor will buy 
13 pounds of bread, In 1926 an 
hour's pay bought only 1 dozen 
eggs; today it buys 1% dozen 
In 1926 that hour of labor bought 
only five quarts of milk; today it 
buys 6% quarts. The hour's 
labor today buys even more but- 
ter than it did in 1926”, (Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture, 
Dec, 20, 1948). 

Personally, I'm not able to 
make that “sheep” statement add 
up; but, certainly, the overall 
figures for “World Agriculture” 
would beam a bright new light 
at the urban mind?

Movies In Doubt 


The traditional Saturday movie 
for the youngsters is coming in 
for some criticism on the part of 
parents who object to the kind 
of tripe which is often displayed 
for these juvenile audiences. 


This is not a local problem. It 
has been raised in many parts of 
Canada and the United States, 
and one reader has sent me an 
article criticizing the movies 
being shown to the youngsters in 
Britain, 

From all accounts, !t seems that 
movie censors see to it that there 
is nothing indecent “in these 
movies, But too many of them 
consist of little more than a 
series of thrills and a group of 
ham actors, One thing is certain, 
they could never be considered 
educational, They are usually 
rip-snorting western or chilling 
thrillers or gangster episodes. 

It is little wonder that many 
parents are concerned about the 


effect of such movies upon 
youngsters. It is quite certain 
that some of the scenes are 


shocking and some of the shows 
result in nightmares, One can 
easily condem. the whole list of 
showings, 


This Decision . 
Not Easy 


Yet, frankly, this is one issue 
in which it is difficult to come to 
a decision. 

Let us agree that movie people 
could do much better, Let us 
agree that they could produce 
exciting films which would still 
encourage a better attitude in a 
receptive youngster, Yet, while it 
is easy to find fault, not only with 
the Hollywood juvenile pictures 
but with most of the others that 
some of these atrophied produc- 
ers turn out, it is still difficult to 
be sure that they cause harm. 

It is getting longer than I care 
to remember since 1 sat huddled 
in a movie watching the old sil- 
ent thrillers. I can still remem- 
ber one serial in which an arm 
kept appearing mysteriously to 
jab its victim under the heart 
Nothing seemed quite so nice as 
the sunshine after coming out 
from a dose of that terror, 

Saturday night usually result- 
ed in some tense moments about 
bed time and.quite a number of 
nightmares that upset the routine 
of the family. There were other 
horror films in those days, and 
while they lacked sound, they

made up for it with weird photo- 
graphy, 


Questions 


Remain 

Looking back, I can remember 
nothing beneficial In those films, 
They were too exciting. They 
were often gruesome, They caus- 
ed acute attacks of nerves, Yet 
the only lasting effect that I can 
note with the passing years is a 
certain thinning of the hair that 
has probably resulted from it 
standing on end so much during 
some of those Saturday sessions. 

That is why I hesitate to con- 
demn the films now, bad as I 
think most of them are. 

There is still the nagging ques- 
tion, Most parents were exposed 
to such films during their child- 
hood, Is there any reason to be- 
lieve that these parents have 
ven harmed or that their chil- 
dren will be harmed? Is there 
any reason to believe that those 
who get into trouble would not 
still get into trouble, even if 
these films were banished com- 
pletely? 

There is another aspect of this 
whole business. Youngsters at a 
certain age crave thrills and 
action and excitement. It might 
be interesting if some of the ex- 
perts could determine whether 
exposure to such films caused 
trouble or simply served as an 
escape valve that provide the ex- 


citement and made it unneces- 
sary to seek it elsewhere.

Do hoodlums develop because 
they have seen shows, or would 
those youngsters be hoodlums in 
any case, or because of other rea- 
sons? 

It is only natural that parents 
should be concerned over such 


a question. But it may be that 
this natural concern is ground- 
less, 


This is a subject upon which I 
would hesitate to suggest an an 
swer, but it is also a subject 
upon which it would be interest- 
ing to hear the reactions of par- 
ents, because If there is no need 
for worry, it will be a relief; 
while if these films are danger 
ous, some action should be taken 
to remedy them
